woodpulp i»4arf|wy endhagttlstte 
results of his eipcrimetits in a recent 
number of the Medical Becord. Wood 
pulp ia obtained in its crude form 
from the manufacturer! and comes in 
sheets of any size and thickness. It is 
cheap, easily obtained and possesses 
volaabls properties. When mscer- 
stedin wster, it welli ap and absorbs 
from four to five times its weight of 
liquid, retaining it for a long time. 
As the pulp becomes soff a poaMea 
of any desired consietenry can be 
made by varjing the quantity of the 
wster. using hot water the resnl^ 
ing poultice win retain its heet and 
moisture inuch longer than a tlndlsr 
poul t ice made of bread or flaxseed. Of 
coarse, sntiscotia drugs soluble ia wa- 
ter may be dissolved la the water te 
vhich the pulp is to be soaked, as the 
pulp itself is unaffected by most drags. 
When dry the pulp will absorb both 
oils and fats. This is particularlv 
valuable, as it can be used as an emol- 
lieat and sntlieptio substitute for 
f alvesj etc., on lint ss a rargioal dress- 
ing. Wood pulp can be molded when 
moist, so that it can he nsed as a splint, 
owing to the iact that it dries verj 
hard. When kept slighUy wat'aJ|h 
an antiboptic 8olu1inn, the pidp re- 
mains soft and can be used as on ab- 
soibent dressing. Crude wood palp 
can be (sterilized by be«ting in an or- 
dinary steriliser. If the heat is in- 
creased so that the surface is ehsreed, 
it will act as a deodorizing dressing. 
Poultices of wood pulp are far Hipe- 
rior to flaxseed, and being perfsotly 
stable do not deteriorate in any cli- 
mate, and owing^ to its hbsII eompass 
a considerable supply can be carried. 
8h«dd it become wet, it can be dried 
iadkordfaiaiTsteiTe. It ken' 
material for the country practitioner,

4 
cover crop, to serve as a blanket and 
protect the soil, may be sseured with tha 
use of mammoth clover, cow i)eas, buefe 
wheat, rye, crimson clover or anything 
that will remain on the ground all wtu- 
ter. Cover crops, unlike thoua grown 
throughout the season, do not, as u rule, 
Injure the trees by drying out the soil, 
and even where the weather durhtg th» 
fall is normally dry, tho injury is les* 
than in summer, siuce plants evaporate 
less water from their leaves in the cool 
cr weather and dwrter days of fall than 
in the longer and hotter days of sum 
nier. Cover oropa not only do not. ai 
a rule, dry oat too aoil Injurtonaly, but 
they alao add dlroetly to the aaolator* 
holding eapacilty of tho aoll by tho htv 
mus formed In their decay, and they 
hold much of tho anow until It oMltaand 
Is absorbed by the aoil. They are 
also rarely aa injuriooa aa etopo grown 
throughout tha entire aeasoa. and are 
oftoa benefloial beoauae their gfow^ 
is made after the trees have stopped 
growing and are maturing their wood 
for winter. Trees make their greatoal 
orowth curly In tho aeaaoo, aad thoro> 
fore rcipdro much less molsttiro tha 
latter part of tho seiisou than earllet 
in tho yciir. In fact, in some local- 
ities It Is eouhldcred au advantage to 
ctiisc cultivation by ndilsummer and 
grow sniiio Kecoudary crop which will 
check the growth of the trees and 
eauHO them to mature before winter. 
It has alHo l>een found that ^^hercvei 
cultivation or Iri-igation has bean kepi 
up lute In the season, and the ground 
In a moist condition, with the trees 
thrifty and growing, tlio frost did but 
little damage. 

FrrtlllMi the Or«hara. 
It is certain that any crop will ez< 
hatut the soil in time, whetherof grala, 
grass or fmlt. Ou some farms may bs 
seen orchards of apple trace over hall 
a century old. Every year theoe treei 
have produced fralt, and la roturn have 
raceivied nothing In the form of fortll- 
Irer. It to eatlauted that an ordinary 
apple crop removeo from an acre ol 
soil about SO poundo of nitrogen, 40 
po^uada of pboapborie aold aad Tl 
pMbda of potaA. When eloTorto grown 
M*tM orchard tha load la baao0ted by 
baring Ita proporttoa of nltrogon in- 
creased, but- li will gala nothing In 
mlseral matter. Tbo land devoted to 
applea should rsoeive fertUlaer or mUr . 
n^pre every year, and when- tbaro la a 
heavy crop of applea In eight tbo^nilt 
aiuHild be thlnaedoBtlnthaoariystagoa

A large proportioa of the traea that 
are lost in reBetilng>dle beausa they 
have been Injured wken they were 
taken up^ Without a good root or atem 
a tree can make but Uttto progreaa In 
growth, hi digging u^tiaafe tke aurfaos 
soil should be removad to tke root sys- 
tem, then a trench dngaraond the tres 
oatside the aooas of root*; then by cut 
ting nnd^ tho root% «rlt|i .a aharp 
apade on each alda, tha tiae aay be 
loosened from tho aoU wKk a good anp- 
ply of young growing roota. U tka^iee 
Is larM, tnaok anal be aade 
around tho Noto lo «M doptfi ol tho )p«r- 
umt, and tho roota gvodoani^ tooeaiad 
and freed from the sofL 

No matter bow carefully a trsetodagb 
many of the young feeding roots will be 
Injured or destroyed. Thusonly aaaaO 
amount of ap can be supplied td tlia 
branches and buds, which nsverthalaa 
continue to cvaporsts s large smooat 
of wstej-; thus the tree often starts very 
slowly snd sometimes falls eotirely. 
Dy removing the branches and buda in 
proportion to the Injury of the roota, s 
balance is maintained. All injured 
roots should be cut off clean with a 
knife and '.he wounda of large roots 
should he painted over with aome watei> 
proof covering. 

When trees are planted the roots 
should have a fine mellow bed of sofl, 
which should be pressed firmly in con- 
tact with every fiber, leavlog no air 
spaes around them, and all ahooU be 
spread out In natnral poaltlow. Tho aoU 
should be preaaed very firmly aroond all 
the roota, ao that the new roots will bo 
eneouaged to aaka a rapid growth. If 
the soil In which tko tree is planted 
to the same aa the one from wUeh tt 
waa taken, tha tree ilu>nld be eat tkh 
aaae depth ea It waa before tt 
aored.
